Yo Picnic For Austria 

Austria, in spite of her size and 
great numbér of men in the field, is 
nét having everything her own way ‘in 
the theatre of war. 

Dispatches from Nish, in .Servia, 
and from Vienna tell of encounters 
between Austrian and Servian troops 
on the frontiers, but authentic details 
of the fighting are lacking. It may 
again be pointed out that stories ot 
fighting with heavy losses’ stich as 
that ‘said to have occtirred at Fotcha 
| are absurd, as it would be impossible 
for the Servians in the time at theh 
disposal to have crossed the Drina 
and have advanced twenty miles with- 
in Austrian territory.

It is estimated that there are 400,- 
900 unnaturalized male Germans over 
21 years of age in the United States, 
600,000 Russians, 650,000 Italians, 
675,000 Austrians, 30,000 French and 
about 700,000 English.

Training the Ears. 
, A child should never be permitted to 
tnsert anything in its ear. Often if 
there is an itching sensation a child 
will poke in the head of a pin. This 
is altogether wrong and may bring 
about deafness. 

‘In training. the ears to lie straight in 
babyhowbd it 18 wrong té let the ittle 
one lie with its ears crumpled. Straight- 
en them and see that they stay so. 

In putting of a child's cap see that 
both ears ure properly placed, as the 
eartilige, being so Soft, the welght of 
a ribbon string may kéép it out of 
place. 

So much is done in the Hne of sur- 
gery these days that parents who can 
afford the prices shonld have any de 
formity of the ears attended to at as 
early an age as possible. It is not 
right to permit anything of the kind to 
be endured through life if it can be 
avoided. 

Often after such diseases as mensiés, 
scarlet fever, ete., the hearing is de 
fective. This comes from the inflatn- 
mation of the ear dram and seéms al- 
must impossible to avoid, if there is 
& constant running from the ears of a 
child an aurist should be consulted im- 
mediately. There 1s a cause that 
should -be treated without delay. 


Canopies For Cribs. 

A better protection for the baby’s 
crib than is the length of quilting that 
goes around the four sides of the little 
one’s daytime sleeping place is the 
tent canopy. It hangs from a hook in 
the ceiling. falls straight to the tloor 
and may be drawn about the crib ina 
maiiner to protect the occupant thor- 
oughly from ‘whatever direction a draft 
is likely to come. 

Yet at the same time the baby gets 
plenty of air, as no matter in what 
portion of the room the crib is placed 
the curtaining need go only purt way 
around it 

Some mothers have these tent cano- 
pies in printed cretonne, but they ure 
daintier and quite as serviceable in a 
lingerie or a muslin curtaining mate- 
rial, which may be finished with. lace 
ruftiings. Along the lower edges they 
are lead weighted so that they shall 
ndt blow about 


Hot Weather Tempers. 

Many minor ai/ments—and much bad 
temper—can be prevented by intelli- 
gent anticipation. 

The first signs of trouble are seen iu 
restlessne$s at night and tidgetiness by 
day, a tendency to crossness and often 
to disobedience and fretfulness. Some 
times a tiny rash oudef the skin will 
be seen after a fairly warm bath, and 
a child suffers trom capriciousness of 
appetite (which is udét the same thing 
as joss of appetite, though this, too, 
may: be present) and generally shows 
a. tefdency to either constipation or 
Ginrrbea. 

Now, all these, temper and troubles 
of physical conditions atike, are due to 
the overheated condition of the blood, 
und a littte siinple dosing and careful 
dieting: will soon mend matters.

Steanship Pacific is 405 Feet 
Over All 


The launching of the steamship 
Pacific, a sister ship of the Atlantic 
which will be one of the first steam- 
ships to pass through the Panama 
canal, will be launched at the Fore 
River yards Tuesday morning at 10 
o'clock. The launch will be a pri- 
vate one but will be attended by a 
number of the Emery 
Steamship Co. for whom the steam- 
ship is being built. Her sponsor

The dimensions of the steamship 
are practically the same as the At- 
lantie. That is her length over all 
as 405 feet, 6 inches; length between 
perpendiculars, 388 feet; moulded 
breadth, 54 feet 4 inches; moulded 
depth 31 feet 6 inches. 

She has a straight stem, and semi- 
eliptical stern and single steel upper 
deck, full poop, bridge house amid- 
ships and topgallant forecastle. She 
is built of steel, constructed with 
machinery aft according to designs 
of George Simpson of New York. She 
is designed to carry lumber and a 
general cargo between Atlantic and 
Pacific ports by way of the Panama 
canal. ¢ 

Her hull is of the single deck type 
with a double bottom for water bal- 
last. The cargo space is a sub-divided 
by traverse water-tight bulkheads into 
three cargo holds. 

She will have a vertical, inverted, ! 
triple expansion engine supplied with 
steam at 190 pounds pressure, from 
three single-ended, coal-burning 
Scotch boilers. She will also carry 
a fully equipped electrical installa- 
tion.

“The British ambassador at Berlin 
asked the German secretary of state 
for foreign affairs whether Germany 
was prepared to respect the neu- 
trality of Belgium. The German sec- 
affairs de- 
clared that he was not able to an- 
swer. ‘The neutrality of Belgium has 
been established by a treaty signed 
in London. 

“The German ambassador at St. 
Petersburg notified Russia of the 
declaration of war by his government 
when negotiations were pending be- 
tween Austria-Hungary and Russia, 
and at the very moment when Aus- 
tria-HMyingary had declared that she 
Was prepared to consider the matter 
of the Austro-Serb conflict with Ser- 
via, or with a neutral power on be- 
half of Servia.” 

The Feeling In London 

London maintained her calm to the 
Jast moment. A great crowd as- 
sembled around the government offices 
at Whitehal! awaiting the decision 
of the cabinet as to whether Great 
Britain would take part in the war, 
but when it was found that no state- 
ment was to be made the crowd melt- 
ed away. 

No statement of the decision taken 
by the cabinet was made. Premier 
Asquith will announce Great Brit- 
ain’s position in the house of com- 
mons today. Prior to this announce- 
ment another cabinet meeting will be 
held. 

The general impression is that the 
war party in the cabinet is in the as- 


tendency, but’ not a word was. al- 
lowed to Jeak out of the cabinet 
ehamber concerning Sunday's pro- 
‘eedings. 

It is said Viscount Morley, lord 
president of the council, and Viscount 
Haldane, lord high chancellor, led 
the peace party, and that Winston 
S.. Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
infralty, threatened to resign if the 


government did not stand by its un- 
written agreement to support France 
wainst German attack, 

It°is thought that the Lancashire 
Liberals are putting strong pressure 
on the government to keep out of the 
conflict at all costs, and it is said As- 
quith is somewhat influenced by this. 
But the average Englishman is say- 
ing that’ the government has no al- 
ternative, after the neutrality of Lux- 
emburg has been disregarded by Ger- 
many, and after Germany's refusal 
to':say what her attitude would be 
\with regard to Belgium. 


RUSSIANS CROSS BORDER 


Reported to Have Invaded Kaiser's 
Territory at Several Points 
Russia has begun the invasion of 
German territory, according to a dis- 
patch. from Herlin, Russian forces 
having crossed the German frontier 
at Schwinden, southeast of Bialla, 
while a Russian patrol entered Ger- 

many near: Hichenreld, in Posen, 

The Russian column which crossed 
the frontier at Schwinden was ac- 
companied by artillery. 

‘Two squadrons of Russian Cossacks 
are riding in the direction of Johan- 
nesburg, in east Prussia, fifteen 
miles from the frontier. 

The Russian patrol which entered 
near Kichenreld attacked the German 
guard at the railroad bridge over the 
Warthe. The attack was repulsed. 
Two Germans were slightly wounded. 

The above information was given 
out by the German im@erial staff. 
The staff at the same time said that 
the invasion near Schwinden showed 
that war had actually begun. 

A telegram received at Berlin from 
Koenigsburg says a Russian patrol has 
entered bydtkuhnen; on the Russian 
border. It advanced-* to* Bilder- 
weithschen, where’ it destroyed the 
local postoffice.

Britain, France and Russla—are by 


millions. greater than those of the na-

Washington, Aug. 3.—In a divided 
opinion the interstate commerce com- 
mission granted some of the 5 per- 
cent freight rate increases asked by 
the eastern railroads and denied oth- 
ers.

Anotber simple trap which has been 
successfully used is the following: A 
deep vessel or jar_is partially filled 
with stale beer, for which roaches seem 
to have a special fondness. A num- 
ber of flat strips of rougb wood are 
placed at an incline against the vessel 


and*bent ‘over so that they. project into’ 


the interior a few inches. The roach- 
es climb up the Inclined sticks to yet 
the beer and slip off into the vesseL 

There are various poisons which, it is 
| asserted; “are fairly: effective as rem- 
edies against roaches. ‘he only one of 
these that seems to give satisfactory 
results is.a phosphorus_ paste, sold in 
the form of pills. It consists of sweet- 
ened tiour paste containing 1 to 2 per 
cent of*phosphorus, and {s spread on 
bits.of paper or cardboard and placed 
in the runways of the roaches.. ‘This 
mixture has been used very success- 
fully in the department of agriculture 
to free desks from Croton bugs, num- 
| bers of the dead insects being found‘in 
| the drawers every day during the time 
| the poison was kept about. As phos- 
| phorus. is poisonous to human beings 
‘and domestic. animals, besides being 
| highly inflmmable, it should be used 
very carefully. 

Considerable relief may be gained by 
a liberal use of pyrethrum powder. IJt 
is not a perfect remedy, however, and 
is at best but a temporary expedient. 
! It may also be burned in an infested 
; apartment ‘The smoke and vapors 
| generated by the burning of this in- 
; Secticide are often more effective in 
| destroying: roaches than the application 
of the substance in the ordinary way 
as a powder. ‘There is no attendant 
danger of explosion, and the only pre- 
caution necessary is to see that the 
room is kept: tightly -closed for from 
six to twelve hours.

FLINGING THE CHAKRI. 


One of the Dexterous Feats of the | 
Clever Hindus of Gwalior. 

There is a curious custom in a i 
India, the seat of Jain and early Hindu | 
antiquities. In front of the aearenienr 
of a holy saint—Mohammed Gbhous—a 
fair is held annually on the outskirts | 
of Gwalior town about the middle of | 
the rainy season. The most noticeable | 
feature of the fair is the chakri throw. | 

A-chakri is a piece of iron something 
like a spindle, aver which a long piece 
of string or thread is rolled. The play- 
er throws high into the air the iron 
ehakri (literally a roll, holding one end } 
of the string in bis hand, and gives it | 
a swing and jerk in such a clever man- 
ner that the chakri on coming down 
rolis up the thread again on itself and 
is cangbt in the hands of the thrower. 

The art bas been dexterously prac- 
ticed by a class of people for ages past, 
and sume members are so renowned | 
that they cut a good figure at the 
scene. It is most interesting to watch 
the thrower fling the chukri up high, | 
eateb it in his hands on returmand con- 
tinne sending it up again and again

SAWING GRANITE ROCKS. 


Steel Wires and Sand and Water Are 
the Apparatus Used. 

Stone is still sawed by hand, even in 
great cities, where the latest appliances 
of the mechanical art are to be found 
Yet the mechagtcal suwing of rock is 
at least sixteen centuries old and lo 
recent years bas reached a stage of 
perfection. 

The idea of using a metal cord and 
a qmixture of sand and water for saw- 
Ing stone was patented by Eugene 
Chevallicz in France in 1854. His ap- 
paratus, with scarcely any change. was 
used not long ago In cutting « trench 
through the Pont Neuf, in Paris. 

The principle upon. which the me 
chanical stone saw works is described 
by Victor Raynouard in La Science et 
la Vie us follows: 

An endless rope composed of three 
steel wires twixted together is set in 
movement and draws with it a grind-

He was created by Louis 
Philippe a peer of France, with the 
title of viscount. but he arose above 
this honor in being the author of “Les 
Miserables."

He 
died {n Paris {n 1885 and was buried in 
the Pantheon.

powers are at war, Italy is at peace 
with all belligerents. Consequently 
the citizens and subjects of the king- 
dom of Italy are obliged to observe 
the duty of neutrality.”

A dispatch trom The Hague says 
the German minister has given the 
government positive assurances that 
Germany will respect the neutrality 
of The Netherlands, provided it is 
strictly observed. 

At a meeting of the Dutch lower 
house of parliament the leaders of 
all parties, including the Socialists, 
promised the government full sup- 
port in whatever exceptional steps, it 
desires to take. 

The president of the council of min- 
iisters in a speech announced that the 
queen and the ministers were in per- 
fect accord and that the country was 
ready and determined to maintain 
neutrality at all costs. 


CZAR’S WARLIKE SPEECH 


Will Not Make Peace While Single 
Enemy Is on Russian Soil 

| Emperor Nicholas issued a manifes- 

E in which he outlines the events lead- 


ing up to the declaration of war by 
Germany, and then says that “Rus- 
sians will rise Ike one mah and will 
repulse the insolent attack of 
enemy.” 

When it became known that a spe- 
cial service of prayer was to be cele- 
brated at the winter palace, where the 
emperor was to speak to the people, 
an extraordinary wave of exultation 
passed over St. Petersburg, testify- 
ing to a desire of the public to show 
their loyalty and patriotism. 

Hours before the appointed

time 
: the services, a crowd of 100,000 
gathered at the scene bearing flags, 
banners, portraits of the emperor and 
placards with patriotic inscriptions. 
The emperor, in a_ brief speech 
from the balcony, expressed the calm 
dignity with which Russfa had re- 
ceived the declaration of war and the 
confidence of the nation that the war 
would be carried to the desfred end. 

“I here declare solemnly,” he said, 
“that I will not make peace while a 
single sOldiér of the enemy remains 
on Russian soil.” 

The emperor concluded with words 
of encouragement to the army and 
invoked a blessing on their efforts. 
While the emperor was speaking all 
in attendance fell to their knees and 
many were seen to be sobbing. 


MAHAN’S PROPHESY 


England Must Fight Germany to 
Maintain Her Own Position 

New York, Aug. 4.—Read Admiral 
Alfred T. Mahan, U. S.N., retired, 
guthority on naval affairs, expressed 
the opinion at Quogue, L. I., that 
England must at once throw her fieet 
against Germany for the chief pur- 
pose of maintaining her own position 
as a world power. 

For England, he said, it was a 
question, if she remained out of the 
war, of sacrificing her empire in the 
next generation to the interests of this 
generation, 

Mahan also says that Italy must 
in the war within a wek’s time, 
not as a partner of fhe triple alli- 
ance, but as an ally of France and 
Russia. Italy must take this step,

| DIET AND GOOD HEALTH. 


Food Should Be Carefully Selected and 
““Properly Varied. 

The eminent American physiclogist 
Busk sags that nature, through the de- 
vice of appetite, usually provides 
agdinst:the use of improper food, but 
that reason must play a:part in food 
selections. A glass of milk and a piece 
of pie o# poor materials for the brain 
of an active business man wise seden- 
tary life requires’ 2,500 heat units or 
calorfes to maintain his body machin- 
ery. 

We need also water, salts, proteins 
and certain newly discovered sub- 
stances called’ vitamines, All these 
materials are to be found in milk, 
beans, bread and other great funda- 
mentals of nutrition: Solutions of cane 
sugar or of glucose are not the exclu- 
sive mainstays Of life, and yet glucose 
taken alone yields 2,500 calories at a 
cost of 4 1-6 cents, and 2,500 calories 
in the form of cane sugar cost 8 1-3 
eents. 

Glucose is the cheapest food fuel 
known, but, like cane sugar or butter 
fat, is not a complete food in that it 
does not contain everything necessary 
for life. Commercial glucose is abso- 
lutely harmless. A man must have 
sufficient calories in his diet if he is 
to tive properly and perform labor Sat- 

isfactorily.—New York World. 


COROT, THE ARTIST. 


His Whole Life Was a Song, and Melo- 
dy Permeated His Works. 

Those painters who also have the 

feeling and some of the proticiency of 

a musician reveal it in their work. 

They are usually colorists, with more 

eye for the colors and tones of nature 

than her shapes and forms, 
Such a one was Oorot. He had a 
good tenor voice and played on the 
violin. He sang at his work and sang. 
too, when he was not painting. but 
wandering through the forest of Fon- 
tainebleay or around the village of 

Ville d’Avray, absorbing the beauty of 

the scene and storing up impressions 
| for future pictures. In fact, his whole 
long life of seventy-nine years was to 
Le Pere Corot, as his friends loved to 
call hiin, a song. 

And one feels it in his pictures, at 
least in his later ones, by which be is 
best known. Their coloring 1s subdued. 
like a lullaby or waking song, for it 
was the dawn or twilight that he pfe- 
ferred to paint His works vibfate 
with the hum of melody, and here and 
there is an accent of effect that trem- 
bles like the string of his violin. 

Corot’s long Hfe was a remarkable 
fristance of a man being able to con- 
tinue to the end the springtime of his 
youth. 


Power of Falling Water. 

Still water gives no power, no en- 
ergy. Falling water has only as much 
power as is represented by its weight 
A gallon of falling water will develop 
os much power as a falling block of 
fron weighing 62.5 pounds, Of course. 
the greater the fall the greater the pow- 
er deteloped. Water falling one foot 
will develop a pressure of .43 pounds 
per square inch of pipe. The same 
amount of water falling 100 feet will 
develop a pressure of 43.31 potnds per 
square inch of pipe. Falling 1,000 feet 
it would -produce a pressure of 433.00 
pounds per square inch. of- pipe. To 
compute the power of falling water ft 
is nécessary to multiply the volume of 
flowiug water in cubic feet per minute 
by its weight, 62.5 pounds, and this 
product by the vertical height of the 
fal! in feet, and divide by’ 33,000, the 
numiber of foot pounds representing 
One horsepower ‘for one miriute—New 
York World.

“The imperial Russian government, 
giving way to an insatiable nation- 
alism, has stepped to the side of a 
state which through a criminal act 
has brought about the calamity of this 
war.

He detailed at great length the his- 
ry of the events of the past fort- 
night, presenting strong arguments 
in the case against Germany, which, 
he declared, “irrefutably and logi- 
cally justified the acts of the French 
government.’ 

During the course of his remarks) 
the premier said: “France has been 
unjustly provoked; she did not seek 
the war; she has done all in her power 
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to avoid it. Since war was forced 
upon her, she will defend herself 
against Germany and any other power 
who, not yet. having made known its 
sentiments, takes part by the sade of 
Germany in the conflict betwee. the 
two countries. 

“Against an attack which violates 
all ‘the laws of equity and all the 
rights of nations, we have now taken 
all. necessary dispositions. 
will be carried out rigorously, me- 
thodically and calmly. The mobdiliza- 
tion of the French army is proceed- | 
ing with remarkable, energy aud 
boundless enthusiasm.” 


OPERATIONS AT’ SEA 


French Naval Station Reported Bom- 
barded by, German Cruiser 

A dispatch from the French, naval 
station of Bona, Algeria, says the 
German cruiser Breslau bombarded 
the town, afterward steaming off at 
full speed in a westerly direction, 
The cryiser fired eight broadsides— 
some sixty shots—into the town. One 
man was killed and some buildings 
were damaged. 

A dispatch from Amsterdam says 
the Germans have captured Vise, 
Belgium, a town with a population, of 
4000, situated eight miles northeast 
of Liege. 

A late dispatch from Algiers says 
it is reported that French warships 


have sunk the German cruiser 
Panther. 
According to an unofficial report 


from Algiers the French fleet has 
captured two German cruisers, the¢ 
Goeben and Breslau. 

The British admiralty announces 
that that the government has taken 
over the two battleships—one com- 
pleted and the other nearly completed 
—ordered in England by Turkey and 
two destroyers ordered by Chile. 


FEARFUL OF REVOLUTION 


Italy Mobilizes Her Army, but Hesi- 
tates to Join Austria 

The Italian army is mobilized. De- 
tails are suppressed by the censor, 
but it is certain that both the army 
and navy are now on a complete war 
footing. 

Germany continues her efforts tc 
get the government to reconsider its 
declaration of neutrality, but so far 
these appeals have been dn vain. 

It is admitted that for the govern- 
ment to go to war now to help Ger- 
many and Austria, with the country 
aflame with most bitter anti-Austrian 
feeling, would mean an immediate 
revolution in which the loyalty of the 
Italian army would be submitted to an 
almost impossible test.

No Americans Allowed to Leave Ger-

No Americans can leave Germany 
for the present. Through the Ger- 
man embassy at Newport, the state 
department has been informed that 
during the progress of mobilization no 
foreigners will be permitted to depart. 

The German order applies alike to 
men, women and children, although 
its purpose is to prevent the flight 
from Germany of men eligible for 
military service under pretext of 
citizenship. 

The inclusion of women and chil- 
dren in the decree is explained by 
the apprehension that valuable mili- 
tary information regarding the pro- 
cess of mobilization and especially the 
points of concentration of the German 
army forces, might be conveyed to 
the enemy | by women. 


{ GREEMENT 1S SIGNED 


No Rallroad Strike In West For At 
Least Eighteen Months 
Washington, Aug. 5.—Peace in the 
railway world west of the Mississippi 
river for the next eighteen months at 
least, was assured when representa- 
tives of ninety-eight railroads and 
60,000 enginemen and firemen signed 
an agreement to submit their differ- 

ences to arbitration. 

It Was the culminating ‘act in ef- 
forts of the federal board of mediation 
to avert what President Wilson char- 
acterized as a “national disaster,” and 
followed the president’s appeal to the 
railroads to place patriotism above 
party interests.

STOP THE SHINGLING. 


It may be said that the abolition of 
shingles in cities is a hopeless under- 
taking. It is not, The life of the 
shingles now sold is short—perhaps 
not more than eight years. A. law 
forbidding the repairing of wooden 
roofs rigorously enforced will relieve 
the city of the menace of shingles, 
and the use of fireproof materials im- 
poses no hardship because the dif- 
ference between the cost of wood and 
non-combustible roofing is not large

If America can be said to have a 
national song, surely “The Star 
Spangled Banner” is that song. “The

Mount Rainier National park is sit 
unted in western Washington, ubou 
fifty-six miles southeast of the city o 
Tacoma.

These “parks,” as they are called, are 
studded here and there with lakes and 
stream$ bordered with clumps of pic- 
turesque Alpine firs and gorgeous beds 
of wild flowers, and in numerous in- 
stances apparently tender blossoms wiil 
be found pushing their heads out from 
under tbe snow. 

The general elevation of the glacial 
valleys at the boundary lines of the 
park is about 2,000 feet above sea level. 
These valleys afford a comparatively 
easy grade to the lower ends, or 
“snouts,” of the various glaciers, ap- 
proximately an average additional ele 
vation of 2,000 feet. At these glacier 
snouts the real Alpine nature of Mount 
Rainier National park territory is 
thrust upon the traveler, and from, 
over, around and alongside the glaciers 
trails have been constructed with a 
view to making the wonders of nature 
within the park easily accessible as 
well as to provide patrol routes for the 
protection of the forests and game.

London, Aug. 6.—The first great 
battle of the war has been fought with 
Helgium, a sudden and unwilling ally 
of the triple entente, victorious over 
Germany. Thousands of invaders 
bave been killed and wounded, and 
s00 of the wounded are prisonerge of 
the Belgians. 

The battle was waged about the 
strong walls of Liege, assaulted in 
force for hour after hour by the Ger- 
man army of the Meuse, one of the 
strongest of the huge forces that are 
being thrown in the direction of the 
French frontier. Nothing new in war- 
fare was developed, except the eease- 
less action of aeroplanes, both Ger- 
man and Belgian, which circled all 
day and above the city where his- 
tory was being made. 

Such, in brief, is the story that has 
come from Brussels, the Belgian 
capital. Despite Great Britain's bit- 
terness against Germany few are dis- 
posed to believe that the attack was 
so completely and so easily repulsed 
as the dispatches indicate. 


no German version of the engagement 
has yet been received. 

Despite the activity of the Belgian 
air scouts, doubt is being expressed 
about the real location of the army 
of the Meuse. Strategists believe that 
only a relatively small foree was en- 
gaged before Liege and that the en- 
gagement was a mask to cover the 
southward movement of the Main 
force.

TO AID AMERICANS 


Gold-Laden United States Cruisers 
Sail For European Ports 

The armored cruiser Tennessee 
sailed for Europe with gold for the 
relief of Americans. The armored 
cruiser North Carolina accompanied 
the Tennessee. 

The cruisers earry millions of dol- 
lars in gold, supplied by bankers and 
express companies, to be distributed 
at the principal ports in Europe tor 
the use of banks and United States 
diplomatic agencies in replenishing 
the purses of Americans who sud- 
denly have found their letters of credit 
useless or their funds exhausted. 

In the wake of the cruisers will sail 
a fleet of coastwise steamers and ves- 
sels of. neutral nations as soon as 
they can be mobilized to bring the 
American tourists home.

‘President Seeks to End War 


by Offer of Mediation 
WARRING NATIONS NOTIFIED 


Present Military Status df Those En- 
gaged In Hostilities Need Not Be 
Changed, Thus Giving Rise, to Hope 
That Tender of Good Offices WII Be 
Accepted Before Long 


| Washington, Aug. 6.—The United

The proffer of good offices was for- 
warded “by Secretary Bryan to the 
American embassies in the nations in- 
volyed and through them transmitted 
to the governments. President Wil- 
son took the position that the Euro- 
pean war was so stupendous and its 
effect on the entire world was liable 
to beso lasting, that the United 
, States, as one of the few large neu- 
tral powers, could not do otherwise 
than at least offer to be the means of 
bringing about peace. The proffer of 
good offices was not sent to the gov- 
ernments of Servia and Montenegro 
because those countries are not 
parties to The Hague convention. 

A hope that the 


ficial circles, because it is not neces- 
sary tor any of the warring powers to 
change the present military status if 
they accept it. Article 7 of The 
Hague convention provides; 

“The acceptance of mediation can- 
not, unless there be an agreement to 
the contrary, have the effett of in- 
terrupting, delaying or ‘hindering 
mobilization or other measurés of pre- 
paring for war. ‘ 

“If it takes place after the com- 
mencement of hostilities, the milit 
tary operations in progress are not 
interrupted in the absence of an 
agreement to the contrary.” 

The object of the president in 
sending the message to the five rulers 
was to afford them individually and 
collectively an open door looking to- 
ward peace, which will at all. times be 
open to them. The American am- 
bassadors t® Germany, Russia, Aus- 
triae Hungary, France and England 
were requested to take ‘ip the presi- 
dent's offer in person with the rulers. 
Cablegrams received from the ambas- 
sadors said the president's instruc- 
tions would be carried out immedi- 
ately. 

It is the purpose of President Wil- 
son to renew the offer of the United 
States to act in the interest of peace 
at intervals as the war progresses. 
Not all the president’s official family 
favored the proffer at this time, be- 
lieving it should be reserved for a 
more propitious moment. 

The veiw prevails at the state de- 
partment that in course of time the 
civilized countries of the world not in- 
volved in the war will join with the 
United States in the effort’ to bring 
about peace. 
countries, particulirly Argentine, 
Brazil and Chile, have already indi- 
cated to the state department that 
they are thoroughly in sympathy with 
ihe desire Of the United States to help 
restore peace if it can be done. 

The administration officials express 
the view privately that the state of 
mind of Europe at this time is such 
as to make it impossible, probably, 
for the men to whom President Wil- 
son has appealed to give any real 
considegation to his proffer of the 
good offices of the United States. 

The prevailing view is that no sug- 
gestions looking to peace will be or 
can be entertained until a few great 
battles on land and sea have been 
fought. Some of the best informed 
members of the diplomatic service 
expréss the view that the time will 
come when one, if not more, of the 
governments concerned will seek the 
assistance of the United States in an 
effort to restore Sete petke with honor,

London, Aug. 7.—Lord Kitchener, 
the hero of England, has taken charge 
of the war office by virtue of his ap- 
pointment as secretary for war and 
assumed full control of the military 
| operations. The chief matter taken 
under consideration were the plans 
that had been worked out for sending 
150,000 British troops to Belgium to 
assist the army of King Albert in re- 
pelling the German invasion. 

The new war secretary iissued two 
decrees that had been sfgned by King 
George. One revoked the measure 
prohibiting the importation of arms 
into Ireland. This measure was 
passed when the home rule crisis de- 
veloped threats of revolution in 
Ulster. 

The new war secretary issued two 
British subjects contributing to any 
loan raised in behalf of Germany or 
contracting with the German govern- 
ment would be guilty of high treason. 

Kitchener then called into confer- 
ence heads of various departments of 
the military establishment.

Washington, Aug. 7.—Mrs. Wood- 
row Wilson, wife of the President of 
the United States, died at the White 
House last evening altera brave strug- 
gle of months against Bright’s disease 
with complications. 

The president was completely un- 
nerved by the shock and his grief 
was heartrending. He bore up well 
under the strain, however, and de- 
voted himself to his daughters. 

The end came when Mrs. Wilson 
was unconscious. Her illness took 
ja turn for the worse shortly before 1 
fo’clock in the afternoon, and from 
then on she grew gradually weaker. 

Kneeling at the bedside at the end 
; were the president and their three 
| daughters. Dr. Grayson and a nurse 
were in the room, and just outside 
the door were Secretary McAdoo and 
Francis B. Sayre, Mr. Wilson's sons- 
in-law, and Mr. Tumulty, his secre- 
tary. 

Both houses of congress adjourned 
; When Mrs. Wilson’s death was an- 
|}nounced, and for a brief time the 
wheels of the government practically 
stopped, while everyone paid respect 
to the loss of the president. 

The beginning of the end came at 


> ; 10 o'clock in the morning, when Dr. 


| Davis of Philadelphia, who had 
called in for consultation, 
} realized that the time for hope had 
| passed. He took the president into 
the Red Room of the White House 
and there, in a broken voice, told 
him the truth. Mr. Wilson's face 
blanched, but he bore the shock well. 
He was informed that the end was 
only a question of hours. 

Mr. Wilson then took his daugh- 
ters, Mrs. McAdoo, Mrs. Sayre and 
Miss Margaret Wilson, aside and told 
them cf their mother’s condition. Un- 
til then they had thought there was a 
chance for her recovery.

ed—her constant anxiety having been

about her or be disturbed in his of- 
ficial tas\s. 

Mrs. Wilson was Miss 
Axson, daughter of a Presbyterian 
clergyman, and was born at Savan- 
nah, Ga. She was a student at the 
New York Art league when she met 
Mr. Wilson, who was then taking a 
postgraduate course at Johns Hop- 
kins university. The president and 
Mrs. Wilson were married June 24, 
1NS85. 

Her social obligations forced her ta 
omit some of her accustomed artistic 
ind literary recreations after she be- 
came mistress of the White House, 
but as “the first lady of the land” she 
Was, ever ready with advice and ma- 
terial help, including responses to de- 
mands on her time whenever a good 
cause might be served. 

Her domestic life is described as 
having been attractive and typical of 
that of a woman of her cultured class.

The last 
is the placing of finger bowls, each in 
its small plate, with doily beneath, di- 
rectly in front of each guest. Where 
Jess formality is observed help fs often 
| dismissed when fruit and coffee are on 
| the table, with the finger bowls already 
in place, and so the genial conversation 
| of congenial people may go on until 
| time to adjourn to piazza or lawn, 


The Russian Service. 

“The Russian table service is dffter- 
ent. There is nothing to be seen on

PRUNING 


ROSES, 


After the blooming season of climb- 
ing roses is over in June the depart- 
ment’s landscape gardener advises 


that shoots should be pruned so as to} 


ihrow the growth of the 
ithe new wood that bore 
this year, 
plant that will bear next year. When 
a treilis is low, six or eight feet high, 
good plan to eut off the shoots 
that have borne flowers this year to 
the ground. Climbing roses are a 
valuable aid in making an attractive 
home and will repay careful treat- 
ment.

In either case the trellis will soon be 
sovered again. One shoot in,a Wash-: 
ington garden last year grew 20 fect 
after the-bush had been cut out in this 
manner. 

In the case of a high trellis a dif- 
erent method must be followed. The 
renewal of wood must begin from a 
point higher up instead of from the 
root, as the growth of a bush is not 
enough to replace alldts top on a 
high trellis if required to grow so far. 
Only so much of the old wood should 
be removed after the flowers have 
bloomed as will enable the new shoots 
from the end of the remaining portion 
of the stalk to replace the old growth. 
About four feet is a,safe measure of 
the amount that may be taken off. 

Those who have grown climbing 
roses as a screen on their porches, in 
order to insure a fine bloom the com- 
ing vear, will do well to follow the 
advice given for the higher trellis. In 
other words about four feet of the old 
stalks that have bloomed should be 
cut off immediately after the blos- 
soms are withered. The foliage will 
recover within a very short time and 
continue to screen the porch and next 
year an abundant crop ° of 
will be assured.

He found that 23 
per cent. or 74 of the number in use 
varied from the standard prescribed 
by law. 

Mr. Cantfill’s campaign. was-in line 
with that conducted® throughout the 
state by the state sealers of weights 
and measures. Their report incor- 
porates flagrant violations. Boston 
officials have had a similar experi- 
ence, 

Mr. Cantfill found the Quiney drug- 
gist more fortunate than some of their 
brethren, most of ‘the 
being in the grams and scruples. All 
of the poor weights were condemned

French eeicanseie: Spy Out- Positions 
of Enemy and Prevent ‘Surprises of 
Their Own Army’s Positions—Fight- 
ing. ts: Desperate, Advance Being 
Made by Sharp Dashes From ‘Point 
to Roint—Austrian Troops Hasten- 
ing.to. Support: of Germans—Tide of 
Battle Turning From Liege, Where 
Situation tsa “Draw” 


London, Aug. 11.—Interest in-the 
war has shifted abruptly from Bel- 
gium to Alsace. 

The French advance, regarded at 
first “as a mere feinting movement, 
is developing with extraordinary ra- 
! pidity. ; 

lf the messages received in Lon- 
don can be believed, and it must be 


remembered that they come from 
sourcés unfriendly to Germany, the 
French movement has now become 


fully as menacing to Germany as the 
German advance through Belgium and 
Luxemburg has been to France. 

The penetration into upper Alsace 


of the French colored troops will pro- | 


;voke German wrath. These troops 
have been an irritant to Germany, 
principally because she has been un- 
able to do anything in this line with 
her own colored populations. 

The check at Liege was apparently 
a severe shock to the invaders; the 
overwhelming success of the French 
in their attempt to wrest back his- 
toric Alsace has been equally sur- 
prising. 

Not only have Mulhausen and Col- 
mar fallen into French hands, but an- 
other French army, hitherto unsus- 
pected, has broken through the Ger- 
man defenses in the Vosges moun- 
tains and is now menacing Strassburg 
from the southwest. 


Mountain Paasses Forced 

The seven mountain passes through 
the Vosges were supposedly strongly 
closed to invaders. But news came 
to Paris that in a desperate battle 
Yatirday two of the passes were 
seized and a further French advance 
Sunday morning gained for the French 
a commanding position overlooking 
Markirch, northest of Colmar. 

‘The importance of the new attack 
‘s shown by the fact that the French 
cam now attack Neu Breisach from 
front and rear. 

This fs one of the strongly fortified 
German cities of Alsace and has been 
the refuge for the German _ troops 
driven back from = Altkirch, Mul- 
hansen and Colmar. 

The battle Saturday night on the 
high ridges of the Vosges for the 
firet time brought the much-vaunted 
¥rench aeroplane force into a real 
engagement. They were not of much 
freryice in the night, but the next 
morning they were able to spy out the 
German position and to prevent any 
surprises of the French positions. 

One officer was wounded, but the 
pilot planed quickly down to the 
Wrench linés and the officer was hur- 
iéa to the hospital at Epinal, where 
the wounded soMiers of both armies. 
are being cated for. 


Desperate Fighting 

‘The tighting was desperate, but the 
character of the country, broken hills 
and great forests, made it quite un- 
like the battling at Liege. The 
Wrench advanced by sharp dashes 
from one advantageous spot to an- 
other, dislodging the enemy by ac- 
curate firlng, 

Parisian dispatches report that the 
German marksmanship was poor, but 
it is impossible to say how much 
credence can-be given such reports. 

When Sunday morning dawned the 
French held the passes of Bonhomme 
and Saint Marie, both of them suit- 
able for the passage of all ‘sections 
of an army. It is admitted that the 
losses on Doth sides were heavy, al- 
though no estimate of the number 
stain and wounded has been sent out. 

The French advance from the south, 
although headed by General Joffre, 
was not regarded seriously by the 
} Alsace, who 
‘surrendered Mulhansen and Colmar 
atmost without a-struggle. Neither 
of the cities is of any strategic im- 
portanee.: 

Ald Hurried Forward 

But when dispatches were 
ceived of the daring break of the 
Fetch through the Vosges, rein- 
forcements were rapidly sent from the 
‘armyoof the Khine, ané over the two 
eaptured passes pther French columns 
Were burried. 

No news of the fighting that must 
have since taken place there has 
been received at London, but it is 
probable that the two French armies 
have already joined and that they are 
drawn up in the forest of Hardt, 
which rises about Neu Breisach. The 
‘southern part of the forest was razed 
by the Germans who fled from’ Col- 
mar, but the dense growth about Neu 
Brefgach fs probably sheltering an 
army of many thousands of French 
soldiers.

AMBASSADORS QUIT POSTS 


France Severs Diplomatic Relations 
With Austria-Hungary 

It was Officially announced at Paris 
that France had broken off diplomatic 
relations with Austria-Hungary. 

The French ambassador at Vienna 
has left the Austrian capital, and the 
Austro-Hungarian ambassador 
Paris has asked for his passports. 

In announcing the breaking off of 
relations with 
foreign office 
statement: 

“Contrary to assurances given by 
Austria to the French minister of for- 
eign affairs that no Austrian troops 
were taking part in the Franco-Ger- 
man war, the French government has 
ascertained beyond any possible’ 
doubt that certain Austrian troops are 
at present in Germany, 
Austrian frontier.

PLANT TO CLOSE 


War Causes Large Weymouth 
Industry to Shut Down 


The yast manufacturing plant of 
the American Agricultural Chemical 
Co., at North Weymouth, familiarly | 
known as the Bradiey Fertilizer plant, 
closes on Aug. 25 for an indefinite} 
period. The reason given is’ the; 
scarcity of material used in manufac- 
turing because of the war in Europe. 

Potash and nitre used in immense 
quantities at the plant are imported 
from Germany where there are 39 
mines. The little opportunity for 
commerce in vessels flying the Ger- 
man flag has brought about the situa- 
tion. 

The material after it is brought to 
Boston is shipped to North Weymouth 
in lighters, and an explosion on one 
jthat was tied up to the wharf re- 
sulted in the half million dollar fire 
which nearly swept the plant off the 
|map last summer.

He volunteered 
beside to Landle the colovel’s accounts, 
tw which be devoted himself during 
the evenings. 

The svuth bas always been noted for 
the bospitulity of its people, and Swift 
was soude at bome in the families of 
the plauters in the vicinity of Colonel 
Southgate’s manor beuse.

HANGING PICTURES. 


The Old Ruje and Origin.of.the Term 
“On the Line.” 

“People still speak of pietures being 
hung “on the line” at the Royal Acade- 
my, but very few indeed, even hmong 
the preseut- members themselves; know 
the origin of the term. Phe common 
belief that it implies a place on the 
syallp on the level , with a .spectator’s 
eye. is. more or less correct. But when 
tha, exhibitions were beld in Somerset 
House and Trafalgar square the term 
méant-g0mething far more definite In 
those days people -not only spoke of 
pictures belng hung “on the Nne,;” but 
“tboye-the lye” and “below. the Hue.” 
“The, line” was then 2 regular and per- 
manept fixture. It was.a horizontal 
Ifhe exactly elght feet from the floor, 
marked by a projecting ledge that left 
the surface of the wall below it two 
inches:in advance of that which-was 
above.it. 

A picture ‘was said to;be hung ‘“‘on 
the line’ when the top of its frame 
wus level jyith .this ledge. “Hung 
thus,” says G, D. Leslie, R. A., in “The 
Inner Lift of the Royal Academy,” 
“the picture, unless a very small one 
indeed, was exictly at the height to 
-be viewed omftortably by a specta- 
tor. ” 

The rule in. old. tliges yyas that all 
very large pictures, .as well as whole 
length and lalt length. portraits, had 
to’ be placed above the line, the bot- 
toms oftheir frames resting on the 
ledge which. warked the ine, but no 
lower. “Pie lime was .thus: preserved 
level, ‘no -pictores breaking through it 
either from Aibgve or below. ~

on Heer Leaving London, 


WOMEN .. 00. MEN'S WORK. 


Paris ,Enjoys Noyelty of Society »Ma- 
trons and Girls Acting as Store Clerks 
‘and §mail Boys as Subway Gyards. 
All Classes Leveled and Hardships 
Borne With Smiling Faces. 


From ail parts of the war. disturbed 
regions of Europe come reports of the 
withdrawal of wen from-the field, the 
shop, the store and the faetory and 
the drafting of women to garner the 
crops and do other necessary work. 

Throughout Germany the public 
| schools have been closed in order that 
the children may take the place ef 
their elders, called to arms, in the care 
and gathering of the harvest in the 
fields. 

The women of Paris roge to the 
emergency created by drafting the men 
of the city for the army. Society wo- 
men took the place of mem clerks in 
stores to sell necessities, Young giris 
sold : tiekets in the underground sta- 
tions, Others acted as waiters in 
cafes. Grovery stores and meat shops 
Wefe run by women. Smal! boys were 
put on as guards of the underground 
trains. The motormen are aged, gray 
hired men, hyeljgible for service in’ the 
army. 

Amertenn eharacter was shown fine- 
ly and typically at Southampton when 
932 Americans sailed on the American 
liner Philadelphia. Of the tetal 502 
were in the second class, which is the 
| best the vessel affords since it .was 
| placed in the “one class” service by 


some time ago, and the remaining 430 
were in the, steerage. 

The list-of the Philadelphia included 
many wealthy’ mén and women and 
many of prominence. They showed no 
annoyance at being compelled to travel 
in the steerage and made no complaint 
at their novel position. 

Three wealthy Pittsburgh men agreed 
that it was-true democracy, really il- 
lustrating the ultimate value of meney. 


Share Their Staterooms. 

Persons who had staterooms to them 
selves went-to the agents of the line 
and said:

CAPE COD CANAL 


No Large 


_ Forthcoming 


Instead of Sept. 1, as announced af- 
ter the formal opening ceremonies, 
it probably will be Jan. 1 before the 
Cape Cod canal is dredged to a uni- 
form depth of 25, feet says the Brock- 
ton Enterprise. What efféct this 
deepening of the present shallow sec- 
tion near the middle of the eight- 
mile water course will have upon the 
current or tidal flow is uncertain, but 
it ia expected by the officers of the 
contracting. and owning companies 
that it will appreciably reduce the 
rush of water back and forth and 
make navigation much easier.

Co., reports that business is increas- 
ing slowly, no large volume of traffic 
is forthcoming or likely to be for 
some months.

War-time always produces journal’ 
istic fiction. There is a twice a day 
demand for some fresh thriller, to 
justify the poster headlines. If no 
real dispatches have come, there is an 
industrious and imaginative bunch of 
young men who are expected to earn 
their pay. With the help of maps, 
guide-books, and a scrap book of re- 
eent military information, they turn 
out a very creditable bulletin from the 
seat of war. e 

Probably the majority of large 
daily newspapers print unchallenged, 
every dispatch that comes into their 
office. Half of this news is mere ;ru- 
mor, that is denied before the linotype 
has finished with it. 

It never occurs to many people to 
compare the news of today with what 
was printed yesterday. The fact that 
half of the; guesses; of their faworite 
journal turned out to be mere pleas- 
ant fictions does not bother them. 

But as the American public grows 
in intelligence, that kind of newspaper 
work seems to be growing less popu- 
lar. To the man who has just learned 
to read, anything in black type @has 
the authority and prestige of learning 
and intelligence. ,.But another day 
comes when he lezins to=wa to 
know what really Happened, not What 
some reporter guesses about it.

on this terrible calamity and books 
which treat of the ethies and prob- 
able results of war. These books, 
which may be taken out, have been 
plaeed on the shelf near the regis- 
tration desk. 

On the bulletin board near the door 
has been, posted a bulletin of pictures 
relating to the first outbreak of the 
war—those of the Archduke and 
Duchess of Austria just before their 
murder, the arrest of the assassin, 
the present heirs to the Austrian 
throne, the three monarchs, Wilhelm 
II, Emperor of Germany, Francis Jo- 
seph L., Emperor of Austria, and 
Peter, King of Servia; and two Gere 
man and French air cruisers. There 
is also a map of Europe with a list 
o{ the armies and navies.

TOYS MAKE UP LARGE PART 


Picture Postal Cards, Colored Prints, 
Dyes Used In Textile Mills and Oth- 
er Merchandise Brought Over tin 
German Ships Are Now Cut Off by 
the European War 


Boston, Aug, 13.—Efects of the 
war in kurope will be felt in many 
ways in New England. Toys and pic- 
ture posta! cards, as wel! as all kinds 
of colored prints, dye necessary for 
New Faghkind mills, chinaware and 
chemicals, make up a large portion 
of the $1¥,000,000 trade which will be 
shnt off by the closing of the ports of 
Bremen and Hamburg in Germany, 

It is really a tribute of 319,090,000 
which Germany has been colleeting 
from New England because of its in- 
dustrial and commercial enterprise 
and intelligence; for. Germany not 
Only manufactured this merchandise 
in her own shops and factories, but 
she landed: it on our shores in her 
own vessels. These same German 
vessels took back frou our perts what- 
ever New England manufacturing en- 
terprise had-to offer in return. 

Fully 75 percent of the tovs sold tn 
the United States come from Ger- 
Many and most of the rémuinder 
come from Japan. Picture  post- 
ecards, millfons of which are sold in 
New Englund, come chiefly from 
Germany. This is a business which 
Germany has builf up in an extraor- 
dinarily enterprising way. 

jut aside from these picture post- 
ecards the Germans have been doing 
an encrmous business with New Eng- 
land in. all kinds of color printing, 
from the cheapvest and most insignifi- 
eant labels and prints up to the finest 
kinds of reproductions of paintings. 

Most of the dyes used in our tex- 
tile establishments are manufactured 
in Germany. The Germans are su- 
preme in the manufacture of aniline 
dyes and. colors. Through their 
chemistry. they have been able to 
extract more colors from coal tar than 
the chemists of any other nation. An- 
other important chemical which: has 
to do with our textile: «industry + is 
bleaching powder. A great deal of 
this comes from Germany: -~-So- does 
most of the muriate of potash which 
is used in our fertilizers. Besides 
these things the Germans farnish us 
with most of our best acids—espe- 
cially acetic aca. 

In photographic chemieals and 
lenses Germany has also been doing 
a large business with New Eneland, 
and, in fact, in all kind of optical 
instruments; also in musfeal instru- 
ments. ° 

But next to toys the items which 
Germany has supplied onr markets 
most exclusively are crockery and 
flassware and chinaware. In 
yeats Germany has precically con- 
trolled the markets for these articles, 
although Austria and France do a 
large| business with the United States 
in pottery ond glassware. 

The Boston candy trade will be hard 
hit by the advance in sugar due to the 
war, as Boston candy manufacturers 
require abont 1000 barrels of sugar 
daily. The 2%-cent-a-pound ad- 


vance within ten days means an ad: 
ditional cost of $6900. daily. . 
Sugar is not the only thing that has 


advanced in the making of candy, as 
the price of nuts has jumped an aver-

OYSTER SpeELLs. 


Once Little Valued, They Are Now a 
Boon to Oyster Growers. 
Ten years ago any stranger could 
spot the shore location of an oyster 
"| fishery .by megns of the mammoth

heaped up on the shore in great stacks 
sometimes from thirty to forty feet in 
height. These shells were considered 
of little value. In many places~they 
were actually given away and they 
were peed, to be crushed up and spread 
over road beds and they were also 
| burned in order to get the lime from 
them.

To understand the fighting which 
marked the begiming of the great 
Franco-German conflict ft 1s necessary 
to grasp clearly just one ‘simple geo- 
graphical fact.

‘The first two would ar- 
rive in’ France behind the Belfort-Ver- 
dun barrier ef forts and presumably 
; compel the French army on this line 
to fall back, opening the way for the 
Army of the Rhine and permitting the 
concentration of all three German 
armies well within French térrftory 
and north of Paris, the German ob- 
jective. 

A German advance guard walked 
into Luxemburg and occupied the prin- 
| clpality. This was plainly only a fly- 
ing expedition made up of garrisons of 
frontier posts. Having occupied Lux- 
emburg. they began to skirmish “in 
front of Longwy, and this fighting con- 
tinuéd growing stiffer as the mass of 
the:Army of the Moselle came up. 

In the same fashion they also began 
on the same day skirmishing on the 
border facing Strassburg. Cirey was 

seized; raiding parties crossed thé 
boundary, and a dirigible droppéd 
bombs in Luneville, the first considér- 
able town on the line of the approach 
of the Army of the Rhine. 

Belgians Opposed the Advance. 


The Army of the Meuse had assign- 
ed to it the most difficult preliminary 
role. Between Cologne. its base, and 
the frontier is a distance of twenty- 
five miles. Its advance was preceded 
by. a demand to be permitted to cross, 
made by the kaiser upon the Belgian 
government. 

The permission being denied and Bel- 
gian resistance assured the invading 
force deployed rapidly until it spread 
out oyer an area of some thirty miles, 
its right flank resting upon the Duteh 
frontier at Vise, its left upon Spa and 
Stayelot and its bulk on the line of 
the rullway from Liege to Cologne, 
which, going south, descends ‘the Ves- 
dre river to ‘its junction with thé 
Meusé at Liege. 

Three possibilities had to be consid- 
ered by thé German commander of the 
Army. of the Meuse. The Belgians 
might make no resistance. They might 
content themsely@s with-a formal-and |’ 
insignificant resistance or they nilgiit, 
in attempting to make a real resi&t- 
ance, fail utterly because their mo- 
bilzatfon was incomplete. In any case 
his necessity was to push on at top 
speed and endeavor to lay hands. upan 
Liege, a strongly fortified town. before 
it was prepared and at the same time 
endeavor to isolate it by an enveloping 
movement: which necessitated  cross- 
ing the Meuse at Vise. 

Could the Germans Jay botd. of Liere 
all Belgium to the sea would lie open 
to them. As they were anxious not to 
fight tn Belgium; bat fo get’ dctoss’ Bel! 
gium to Frahce &8:4ufckly' as ‘possible, 
it would have been necessary to leave 
only a little garrison.in the fofts. of 
Liege, thus protectirig their flaik. dna 
press on up the Meuse valley to the 
open French’ frontier. 

So -valuable in the scheme-of Ger- 
man operations was Liege that the sac-

jexplains the apparent recklessness’ of

The Battle of Haelen 

The losses. of the German troops at 
the. battle of Haelen, near Hasselt, 
north of Liege, which raged Wednes- 
cay and Thursday, 
telegram that reached London. 

In the early reports of the battle, 
the Germans were practically anni- 
bilated, and even the most conserva- 
tive dispatches affirmed solemnly that 
the invaders had lost fully three-fifths 
cf their number. The latest word 1s 
that the German losses are about 1000 | 
killed and wounded, and this report 
is from a Belgian source. 

The Germans engaged in the bat- 
tle of Haelen, according to late de-| 
tails to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany from Brussels, numbered more | 
than 10,000, composed of cavalry, ar- 


tillery and a small force of in- 
fantry. The Belgian force numbered 
about 7000. 


“It is believed,” says the dispatch, 
“that the object of the Germans was 
to take a-position north of the St. 
Trond road at Tirlemont, from which | 
they would be able to execute a turn- 
ing movement against the Belgian 
army. 

Belgians on the Alert 

“Through efficient cavalry recon- 
naissance, the Belgian. commander 
obtained accurate information of the 
movement of the attacking force. To 
reach Diest the Germans had to cross 
the river at Haelen, and it was be- 
fore this place that the Belgians took 
up their principal position, erecting 
barricades, building entfenchments 
and placing guns. where they could be 
most effectively employed. 

“Phe Germans came in sight abont 
11 o’clock in the morning, and soon 
after that the artillery on both sides 
came into action. The German fire 
had jittle effect. The Belgian fire 
was deadly, even at a rage of 2000 
metres, and played havoc with the 
German cavalry, which, notwith- 
Standing, continued to advance. 

“The Belgian cavalry repeatedly 
charged, but owing to the conforma-., 
tion. of the country, which is inter- 
seeted,.with .hedges and _hillocks, 
could. attack, only in small groups. 
The Germans again and again hurled

Ruler of Holland Mobilizes 
Army to Resist an Invasion

ADVANCE “NRARRANTED” 


Dect to Be Based Upon Prout of 
Conditions In .Europe—Department 
of Justice to Be Aided by Com- 
merce Department In- "Nation-Wide 
Javestigation Concerning Prices 


Washington, Aug. 14.—President 
Wilson personally, by letter, called 
the attention of the attorney general 
to the genera] and apparently ‘abnor- 
ma} inflation of food prices and asked 
the department of justice to conduct 
cor- 
rective measures and whether there is 
a conspiracy. The president's letter 
was as follows: 

“The rapid and unwarranted in- 
crease in the price of foodstuffs ‘in 
this country upon the pretext | of the 
conditions existing in Europe ‘is 50 
serious and Vital’a matter that I take 
the liberty of calling your attention to 
it. 

“I! would be very much obliged if 
you would advise me whether there 
is under existing law any action which 
the department of justice could take 
either by way of investigation or legal 
process and what federal ‘legislation, 
it dny, would in your judgment dé 
justiffable and warrantable in the cir- 
cumstances. 4 

“I feel that this is a matter which 
we cannot let pass by without trying 
to serve the country. Cerfajnly the 
country ought to be defended, if pos- 
sible, against men who would take 
advantage of such circumstances to 
increase the price of food and the dif- 


President Wilson asked the depart- 
ment of commerce to aid the depart- 
ment of Yustice in the national in- 
vestigation which the justice deparf- 
ment put under way immediately. 

The ‘president’s reference to the 
price increases as “unwarranted’ 
Served to crystallize public indigna- 
‘tidn. Menibers of congress began 
discussion of the best method of deal- 


ing with the situation. 
They took steps to introduce new 
fegislation and decided to enlist 


President Wilson's assistance in the 
fight. They proposed to ask him ‘to 
send a special message to congress, 
protesting against the price advanées 
and suggesting the line new legisia- 
tion should take. 

Attorney General Boynton of Mas- 
Sachusetts has started an investiga- 
tion to determine the reason for the 
increases in the price of foodstuffs. 

he attorney general has authority to 
investigate high prices of the commod- 
ities of iife, and the additional power 
to take action to break up conspira- 
cies to boost prices, if such exist. 
The state police department may be 
used Jater to assist him in his in- 
vestigation. 

A triple investigation of food prices 
in New York was swung into life. 
District Attorney Whitnian ordered 
one probe, Borough Presidént Marks 
directed another and Mayor Mitchel 
set on foot a third.

The Quincy list of European trav- Mayor Miller is expected from his 


camp in Hingham some time today in 
order to sign a call for a_ special 
meeting of the City Council for next 
Monday evening. There are a num- 
ber of matters to come before the 
meeting which will be mentioned in 
the call but just what they are has not 
been made public as yet. 

Rumor has it however that one of 
the important matters will ‘be a sup- 
plementary budget te furnish some of 
the departments with more money. 

A supplementary budget would have 
no effect unless passed before the tax 
rate is announced as the amount in- 
volved by the supplementary budget 
must be provided for in the tax levy. 

In other words it means that the 
Assessors will be unable to announce 
the tax rate until after the proposed 
supplementary budget has been passed 
and as it will take two meetings of 
the Council to pass the order. In 
that case a week or ten days more 
must elapse before the tax rate can 
be announced. 

The Assessors were about ready to 
announce the rate, and it was. said 
from their office the first of the week 
that the rate would be made public 
today. Thursday however the matter 
of a supplementary budget came up 
and it was all off on the Tax rate for 
today.

Report That Cramps May 
Move to Ganada 


The shipping bill has not yet passed 
Congress, but it is thought nothing 
can check it, and it is reported that 
President Wilson is ready to sign it. 
However all the shipyards of the 
country are arrayed against it. 

(The National Senate has agreed to 
take a vote Monday. 

The Herald prints a dispatch from 
Philadelphia which says: The Wil- 
liam Cramp & Sons Ship and Engine 
Building Co., the largest of the kind 
in this country, will move its plant 
from Philadelphia to Canada if the 
emergency registry bill, as approved 
in conference, is enacted into law. 
This statement was made Friday by 
Harry W. ‘Hand, vice-president and 
general manager of the company, 
when asked what effect the law would 
have on American ship yards. 

Officials of the New York Ship 
Building Company and the Harlan & 
Hollingsworth Corporation, the other 
two large shipbuilding plants on the 
Delaware river, said they would be 
forced out of business, in case foreign 
vessels were allowed to take Ameri- 
can registry and were permitted to 
engage in the coastwise trade. All of 
these officials were agreed that virtu- 
ally every shipyard in the United 
States would be forced to close down 
inside of a year should this bill be- 


come law.

A telegram received from James P. 
Cahill of Berlin street, Wollaston, who 
left Thursday morning to walk to 
Providence, R. I., announces his ar- 
rival in that city at 2.30 Friday after- 
noon having covered the distance 
from Taunton to Providence in 6.45 
minutes. 

Mr. Cahill left Wollaston, Thurs- 
day, at 7.30, and made severals stops 
on his way, so that it was 5 o’clock 
before he arrived in Taunton Thurs- 
day night, having’ covered between 
28 and 30 miles.

*The mysterious poison with which 
some of the South American tribes 
smear the poiuts of their arrows is a 
thick sirup made by bolling together 
parts of the Strychnos toxifera vine | 
and otber plants and a number of the 
deadly venomous black ants of the 
Amazon region. 

Instead. of a bow the Mangeromas 
Use a blowgun, & very ingenious weap- 
on. It ig, made from a tall, bollow 
reed that grows near the river banks, 
and ‘at one*end it has a’ mouthpiece 
made from the hollowed half of 
the fruit of the Aracura palm. When 
the hunter sees a monkey or bird in 
the top of a tree. often 100 feet above 
him, he puts a poisoued urrow in the

tube and raises the mouthpiece to his | 


lips. With his left band he finds the | 
necessary elevation, fills: his Inngs | 
witb air and blows into the tube with 
no appdrent exertion. ‘The arrow flies 
out swiftly and silently. Almost as 
soon as the animal ts struck it drops 
to the ground: paralyzed.

DIAGNOSING DISEASE. 


A Plea For Annual Medical Examina- 
tions For Every One. 

We have heard too much about the 
rights of the individual; let us know 
more about bis duties. Too much stress 
has been laid en the sacredness of pri- 
vate property and too little on the duty 
of all to contribute to the welfare of 
the whole. Llreventive medicine has} 
demonstrated in a practical way the 
force of the Biblical statements that po 
man, liveth, to bimself, alone and that 
every mun, ts is brother's keeper. 

If preventive medicine is to bestow 
on man its richest service the time 


' must come when every citizen will sub- 


tuit himself to a thorough medical -ex- 
amination once a year or oftener. The 
benefits which would result from such 
a service are so evident to medical men 
that detail is not desirable. When ree- 
ognized in their early stages most of 
the diseases, which now, prevail are 
amenable to treatment. 

The early recognition of tuberculo- 
sis, cancer and heurt disease, with the 
elimination of the more ucute infec- 
tious diseuses, would add something 
like fifteer years‘to the average life, 
besides:saving niueb-in‘invaiidism and 
suffering. The t#timate geal of sci- 
ence is the dominntion of the forces of 
nature and their utilization in promot- 
ing the welfare of mankind. Science 
must discover the facts and medicine 
must make the upplication for either 
¢Ure or prevention.—Victor C. Vaughan, 
M. D., in Journal of American Medical 
Association.

BULL PLOWS OF PERU. 


Primitive Methods and Implements 
Still Used In Farming. 

The tilling of the soil is done in the 
crudest way not only in Peru, but 
throughout the whole of South Ameri- 
ca. Outside of the wheut fields of the 
Argentine, the methods would not do 
credit to the Egyptiuns in the days of 
Rameses. In fact, the bull plow as it 


the kings of the first dynasty of Egypt. 
The plow, the Peruvian spade and 


a@ crooked stick witb an Iron shoe, are 
the three implements of agriculture in 
Peru today. No implement is found 
to crush the hard lumps of ground in 
the plowed flelds. This is done by the 
wowen aud children with a short club 
like a ball bat. Corn is planted by 
using a sharp stick to make a hole in 
the ground. Then the kernel is drop- 
ped in the bole and covered by a push 
of the bare foot on the softened earth. 

Rain is not a necessity in these val- 
leys. The natives have made admira- 


| ble irrigating ditches that convey an 


abundance of water to every portion 
of the cultivated fields. The water 


| moistens the roots of the corn from 


day to day, or turned into the ditches 
that follow the cane fields it becomes 
a@ potent factor in the luxuriant growth 
of the sugar cane. The best sugar 
cane in the world is grown in Peru, 
but 90 per cent of it is used, I am 
told, to make rum.—National Maga- 
zine. 


LUCERNE’S QUAINT BRIDGE.

For ages it was also used 
as a prison, and among its dungeons 
is a torture chamber. But the most 
unique feature of all consists of the 
series of curious pictures in the roof 
of the bridge. There are sixty-nine of 
these painted on triangular wooden 
panels fitted into the pitched roof of 
the bridge. One after another they 
tell the salient facts of Swiss history 
or portray events in the life of the 
saints of the town, St. Leodegar and 
St. Maurice.—Washington Star. 


Footprints In Stone, 

From time to time amateur geolo- 
gists unhampered by “book learning” 
make as they suppose wonderful dis- 
coveries in the primeval rocks.

History Professor Predicts Clash With 
Use Over Dutch Possessions. 
Professor George H. Blakeslee, pro- 
fessor of history at Clark university, 
Worcester, declares that if Germany 
should win the present European war 
the United States would be fighting het 
soon afterward. He bases this forecast 
on the fact that, In the event of vic- 
tory, Germany would seize Holland and 
her possessions, which include impor 
tant approaches to the Panama canal.

COLLECT WHITE PENE SEED. 


This is a white pine seed year. Just 
look at the pine trees loaded with 
cones. if these cones are collected 
before they open, and are cared for, 
the. séales. will open up and the seed 
will’ drop.out. There are-two seeds 
under each scale and each has a wing 
attached to it. These cones, now 
green, within a few weeks turn brown 
and they open up while still hanging 
on the tree. It is at this time that 
the seeds fall out and scatter about 
the*country. In order to secure’ the 
seed, therefore, collect before they 
are fully ripe. Usually the last week 
in August or the first of September is 
about the best time to gather the har- 
vest: Beware of waiting -tvo long. 
for it is better to collect early thah 
late, when they begin to shell out. 
I have seen the German foresters 
picking them when they were still 
green. The seeds are probably ma- 
ture even now and one can observe 
the squirrels very busy tearing the 
cones to pieces to feast on the seed. 
A bushel of cones before they open 
will produce about a pound of seed. 
We Americans should get’ into the 
habit of harvesting this seed crop just 
the same as we do any other; it has 
market value and surely thére is 
plenty of waste or depleted lands that 
should be planted. White pine as a 
forest crop is well worthy our atten- 
tion. Now is a good time to interest 
our boys and girls in a branch of 
practical forestry. Those in charge 
of summer camps may find herein a 
pleasant ‘diversion: How about the 
boy scouts undertaking to supply the 
country with white pine seed? The 
State Forester has a pamphlet en- 
titled “How and When to Collect 
White Pine Seed:” Send for it to 6 
Beacon street, Boston, if you are in- 
terested.

Keeping Food Fresh. 
Salads should be washed (or wiped, 
if this is found sutticient) and then left 
in a colander in an airy cool place until 


wanted. <A cloth should be placed over 
the top of the colander. Cucumbers 
placed stalk end in a jug of water will 
keep fresher than if placed on a cool 
stone or slab. 

Fleshy fruit should not be piled up in 
a dish until the last possible moment, 
but spread out In 2 cool place so that 
one piece scarcely touches another. 

Milk should be covered by means of 
a muslin bag held tight by a rubber 
band, while butter should be kept in 
a covered ventilated dish and placed in 
a pan of salted water. 

If any suspicton is entertained re 

rarding the freshness of meat or fish, it 
is well to cook some at once, as cooked 
food will keep in better condition than ! 
raw. Should the meat not Be required 
the same day it Is well to partially 
cook it over night. 

It should be remembered that if mil- 
dew attacks a dish such as jelly the 
whole of it is tulnted, although the 
mildew may be visible only in places, 
and therefore such food is unfit for 
consumption. 

Use For Small Grapes. 

Use up small grapes for making 
grape jam or grape butter. A delicious 
jam that is almost a jelly is made as 
follows: ,

Cook gently for nearly an hour, then

Some scraps of fat may be browned 
and onfon sliced and fried in the fat, 
an equal mixture of flour added, and 
when it-is mixed smoothly with the fat 


| water is put In to make thin gravy. 


The meat is then put in and Jeft cov- 
ered on the back of the stove, and lat- 
er vezetaBles and seasoning are added, 
or they may be put in with the meat, 

asoned, covered and boiled five min- 
utes and put at once Into the fireless 
cooker and left several hours or all 
day. Long. slow cooking is the only 
rule for good results. 


Testing the Oven. 

A useful and simple test to try the 
heat of an oven is by means of a piece 
of white paper. If too hot the paper 
when placed in the oven will blaze up 
or blacken. When the paper becomes 
dark brown, the color of meat pie 
¢rust, then the oven is suitable for 
When light brown, the 
color of real nice pastry, then the oven 
is ready for pies, etc. When the paper 
turns dark yellow you can bake bread, 
large meat pies or large pound cakes. 
If the paper is just tinged the oven ts 
right for sponge cakes and meringues. 
The temperature of an oven may be 
easily reduced while cooking by plac- 
ing a bow] of water in it 


Keeping Grapes Fresh. 

Select large, nice bunches of grapes, 
carefully> pick out any that are un- 
sound and wipe dry. Warm a can of 
Realing wax, take each bunch separate- 
ly and dip the stem in warm wax, not 
hot. and lay on the table for the wax to 
| harden. Now get a clean. dry box, 
| pince un layer of paper In the bottom, 
then a layer of grapes, another layer j 
of paper, and so on until the box is 
Riled. Keep cool and dry. They may 
be kept for a Jong time. 


Toast With Vegetables.

The Most Accurate Machine. 


The world's most precise plece of | 
machinery is doubtless the Rowland | 


dividing engine, owned and operated 
by Johns Hopkins university, Balti- 
more. This machine, the invention of 
Professor Henry A. Rowland, long the 
head of the physics department in that 
institution, was devised by him to rule 
diffraction gratings on glass or metal 
for use in the most delicate kind of 
spectroscopic work in the place of the 
glass prisms thut are commonly used 
to form the spectrum by splitting up 
white Hght Into its component colors. 
These gratings consist of five parallel 
lines so close together that they can 


| be separated only by a microscope of 


the highest power. Accuracy is meas- 


| ured nowadays by the limit of error. 


The Rowland gratings are not perfect 
because perfection is impossible, but 
their limit of error is one-millfonth of 
an inch, which makes the engine that 
is able to draw them the record hold- 
er for accuracy.—Literary Digest.

NOW LOOKING TOWARD BERLIN } 


Three German Army* arin Oe in “East | 
Prussia Routed When Warsaw Army | 
Turn on Their Flank and Attacks 
In Rear—Austrians Probably Cut} 
Off on Frontier | 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 26.—The oc- 
cupation of Soldau and Neidenburg, 
two important cities of East Prussia, 
by Russian troops, was announced by 
the general staff. It was stated they 
had been taken after five days’ fight- 
ing. 

The movement culminating in the 
fall of Soldau and Neidenburg indi- 
cates that the Russian left wing in 
Prussia in attempting an attack on 
Allenstein from the southwest. With 
Allenstein in their hands or safely in- 
vested, the Russians would be able 
to press on toward Berlin. 

The Russian forces invading East 
Prussia are in two main divisions, 
Known as the Warsaw army and the 

Vilna army The latter first took the 
| initiative against the Germans and at- 


tacked them along their entire front. 
The result was indecisive until the 
Warsaw army swept around the Ger- 
mans’ right flank and attacked them 
in the rear. 

The defeat of three German army 
corps was converted into a rout by 
from 
in the rear of, the enemy's 
The Warsaw army, which 
Was very powerful, completely turned 
the German position at the Mazur 
lakes, and while extending its opera- 
tions over a wide front westward 
headed toward Allenstein. The Ger- 
man Twentieth army corps thus be- 
came a nut between stout crackers. 

This sudden blow, the general staff 
states, threw the Germans into con- 
fusion and forced them to abandon 
their positions at Mazur lakes and fall 
back upon Allenstein. 

In Galicia Russian strategy will be 
on a level with the victorious plan 
adopted farther north. The Austrians 
in Lemberg probably will be taken in 
a similar vice. This may be inferred 
trom the fact that one army has 
reached Rava, to the north of Lem- 
burg. Another army is advancing 
from the southwest, as is shown by 
the fact that nuine Russian cavalry 
squadrons have routed the entire 
Austrian cavalry division at Pluk- 
how.

A present eight submarines are un- 
der construction for this government 
and the contracts for four additional 
underwater boats and four torpedo 
hoats may be awarded to Fore River 
Corporation. 

Submarine K-6 was delivered at ‘the 
Charlestown Navy yard last week, 
having complied with specifications in 
better than standard expectations. 
K-5 should be delivered the latter part 
of next week. 

The company is in the field for sev- 
eral large orders and it is not a re- 
mote possibility that the contracts for 
the three battleships to be built by 
the United States will come to Quincy. !

Cynics was the name applied to a 
school of philosophers founded by An- 
tisthenes. a pupil of Socrates. The 
Main tenet of the extreme cynics was 
that civilization is a curse, and true 
happiness can be obtained only by 
gratifying the most primary physical 
appetites which man has in common 
The general attitude of 
the cynics as distinguished from that 
of the stoics, who regarded everything 
in the. external world with indiffer- 
ence, was one of contempt. They were 
not an important philosophical school 
numerically, but attracted attention 
largely by their eccentricities and Inso- 
lence. On account of. their contempt 
for refinement their name came subse- 
quently ,to be applied to any one who 
takes a mean view of human life.

This custom, now a law of the 
church, had its origin in 884; when 
Peter di Porca became pope of Rome.

adopted the name of Sergius II. Be- 
fore that time many popes had chang- 


‘ed their names, but it was not obliga- 


tory for them to do so, Sergius II. 
not only established a precedent In 
this. direction. but he set an example 
which all pontiffs have followed in 
that none of them has ever retained 
or assumed the name of Peter. 


Our Sixteen Striped Flag. 

How many stripes in the American 
flag? Thirteen. of course, yet there's 
an American flag flown legally today 
which has sixteen stripes. It is the 
flag of the revenue cutter service, and 
the stripes-are vertical, not horizontal, 
as in the ordinary ensign. The stripe 
nearest the staff is red; then come 
white and red alternately, so that the 
outermost stripe is white. The reason 
for the sixteen stripes is found in the 
fact that when the revenue flag was 
authorized, in 1799, there were sixteen 
states in the Union, three having join- 


ed the original thirteen. — New York

This depressing news, following a 
day of stubborn and effective checking 
advance of the invaders, has 
intensified in London the fear that 
German strategy has triumphed once 
more and that the first line of defense 
upon French territory is in acute 
danger. 

In the centre of the long line of 
battle, the allies are obstinately hold- 
ing their positions, but on both the 
extreme right and left, with the ex- 
ception of a stretch of country be- 
tween Nancy and the Vosges, the de- 
fenders are being slowly forced back. 

The baptism of fire which the al- 
lies underwent in the first gr 
tle of tne war apparently has done 
much to steady the French’ troops 
while under fire. Nowhere have there 
been such disastrous retreats as were 
seen on Saturday and Sunday. 

Thousands Are Slain 

But the drive of the German machine 
could not be resisted. Slowly, with 
frightful losses, to ,both sides, the line 
at the left was pushed back by the 
persistent charges and the wilting 
artillery fire of the invaders.

SURPRISE ATTACK IS 
REPULSED BY BRITISH 


None of Their Warships Lost and Not} 
Believed to Have Even Been Se- 


verely Damaged—Considerable Loss, 
of Life Reported on Gerfhan Side—| 
Result of Effort of Kaiser's Fleet 
to Frighten Off Transports Carry- | 
ing Soldiers Into Belgium—Germans | 
Claim Sweeping Victories All Along | 


the Line In Land Battles, While 
French Maintain Allies Are Holding 
Positions They Occupied Thursday 
—Logses are Extremely Heavy 


London, Aug. 29.—Off Heligoland, 
Germany's Gibraltar of the North sea, 
the Hritish fleet has maintained its 
mastery of the seas. 

From the shelter of the grim island 
that was once a British possession, a 
German fleet slipped out for the first 
time sime the submarine attack was 
beaten off by the British cruisers. 
When the shattered remnants of the 
kaiser’s navy slipped back behind the 
guns of Heligoland, three fleet cruis- 
ers and two torpedo boat 
had been erased from the 
the German navy. 

Few details of the most important 
battle yet fougcht by the two great 
hostile navies have been received in 
London. It is supposed that the tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, under

If British troops can be 
poured into Belgium in force the great 
flanking movement about the north 
around Lille will be in danger of be- 
ing caught so effectively between two 
fires that, even if the allied army in 
front and the British in the rear ean 
be shattered, the Germans will have 
lost so heavily that it will tremend- 
ously reduce their chances of a 
Speedy entrance into Paris. 

German Fleet Bottled Up 

And the way to Ostend is still clear, 
for the German fleet, more outnum- 
hered now than ever, 
up behind its defenses at Heligoland, 
Wilhelmshafen and the Kiel canal.

Boombs From the Sky. 


| For the: first time in history a great 

civilized community has been bom- 
| barded from the sky. A Zeppelin, ber- 
| alded only by the buzzing of her mo- 
| tors, circled over Antwerp at 1 o'clock 
in the morning, Persons: who had not 
yet slept beard the thrumming and 
darted to their windows as a streak of 
light shot out from an elongated 
shadow in the sky. An instant later 
there was a great crash as a projec- 
tile, heavily laden with explosives, tore 
apart a building 200 yards from the 
headquarters of the Belgian general 
| staff in the Hotel St Antoine, which 
lapparently had been the target at 
which the projectile was aimed. 

In all there were ten of these streaks 
of light from the shadow 1,000 feet 
above the sleeping city and ten deafen- 
ing crashes below, They came per- 
haps half « minute apart. 

Hardly had the sound of the first 
explosion died away before rifles and 
machine guns, constructed for defense 
In just such an emergency, were train- 
ed on the great shadow overhead and 
firing was begun on the Zeppelin from 
all directions below. The fire bad no 
effect and ufter the tenth projectile 
was hurled upon the city the Zeppelin 
rose and disappezred. 

Dr. Charies Surloea of the New York 
Times-London Dally Chronicle war 
service Says: 

“I was awakened at 1 o'clock by a 
frightful cannonade. A Zeppelin had 
been sighted about 700 feet ubove the 
town. 1 ut once went out Into the 
streets and for eleven bours scarcely 
left the scene of the catastrophe. 

“In ua single house | found four dead. 
One room was a chamber of horrors, 
the remains of the mangled bodies be 
ling scattered in every direction. In 

the house opposite a husband and wife 
whose only son had just died in battle. 
were killed—a whole family wiped out. 

“The Place du Poids Public. where 
the tragedy happened, surpasses in hor- 
ror anything I ever saw.”

mines. Instantly there was an awful 
explosion, and the expanding gases

| in two as they rushed upward. 

Great Britain hus now determined to 
plant contact mines In offshore nav-

To the peace lover this menace to 
peaceful shipping is woefully shock- 
ing, and yet it is substantially in keep- 
ing with an international agreement 
entered into at The Hague after the 
last confifct in the far east. 


Germany Profits by Experience. 
The Germans are not new at this

Wet Guncotton Formerly Used. 

Until recentiy all of them were 
charged with wet guncotton, which 
was hammered or detonated by the 
blow caused by a small charge of dry 
guncotton and this in turn set off by 
a little capsule filled with fulminate of 
nercury, a chemical capAble of explod- 
ing with extreme violence. Fulminate 
of mercury can be ignited by elec- 
tricity.
